THE BIGGEST SCHOUNER IN

THE WORLD.

—

The biggest schooner in the wuridl
and the first seven-master, is being
built in the Fore river ship yard, in
Boston harbor, along side of the eru-
sier Des Moines, and is more than 100
feed longer than that vessel. The
principsl dimensions of the new
schooner are as follows: Length over
all 395 feet, length on water line 68
feet, molaed beam 50 feet, molded
deptia 34 feet & inches, load draft 26
feet 6 fnches, gross tonnage about
6,000, displacement at lozd draft about
10,000 tons.

This vessel will cost. about, $250,000
und her capacity to pay for herself
will depend largely upon the fact that
she will require a crew of only sixteen
men, less than half the number neces- |
sary for working an ordiniry squire-
rigged ship, CQaptain J. G. Crowley,
for whom she is being built, bas set-
tled the nomeneclature of Lhe masts
by calling them, respectively, fore,
main, mizzen, spanker, jigger, driver
and pusher, She has not, been chart-
ered but her first voyage will probably
be to the Philippines with a cargo of
canl. The owners say that she wlli!
siil wherever they find she can make
the most money. It is said that the |
five and six-masted schnoners make
cnough in three or four years Lo pay
for themselves. The owners of the
seven-muster will not give iy fdea nf |
what they expect in dividends.
